very generous offer was withdrawn... T am 
glad to be abte to say, sir, thatthe Govern- 
ment, although it has nut recognised the 
work of the College as fully agit night havo 
dove, Nas at lest put in this year’s os 
timates a sum which will give. slight hon 
oraria to those who ure engaged in the work 
of the Institution. lt ix not anything 
like a meet reward for such ‘survices, 
but it is an evidence that the Government 
is assuining.an attitude of appreciation of 
tho work. Besides granting this sum, sit,
